who have no compunction of conscience, 
double, treble, and even quadruple on the 
actual! cost of property. 
In the face of these facts is it not high 
time for the Assessor to raise assess- 
ments in such cases, and that taxes be in- 
creased in proportion to the rentals? 
Rentals should be based according to the 
valuation of the property, and not in ac- 
cordance of the inflated ideas of owners. 
Everybody knows it costs more money 
to keep property in good condition now 
than heretofore, hence all are willing to 
pay a reasonable increase in rent. But 
in many cases landlords are asking $40 
to $60 for same kind of flats, which for- 
merly rented for from $20 to $25. Is 
this not an unreasonable increase and a 
serious injustice to a man of family 
~ewhose salary is often not over $100 per 
month, and sometimes less? 
Buch conditions as these, if not curbed 
by law, are going to work disaster, degra- 
dation and ruin to many families, who 
are now struggling to meet these condli- 
tions, having to do without the necessary 
food and clothing to satisfy these greedy 
landlords, who do not know the golden 
rule or care to know it. 
Many people are being forced to buy 
homes, while they are not in position to 
do 80, taking their little savings, borrow- 
ing money at a high rate of interest, and 
assuming an indebtedness they may 
never be able to pay, finally losing all by 
foreclosure. 
Let us hope the good citizens of St. 
Louis will get together on this question, 
and do something toward bringing about 
laws to protect the helpless renter. A 
rent commission such as in Washington, 
D. C., mentioned in Post-Dispatch a few 
days ago, would, in my opinion, go a long 
way towards curbing the rent profiteers.
